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Liughach, from Glen Torridon. When Queen Victoria 
drove along this wild glen to Loch Torridon in 1877, she 
wrote in her journal of the “ dark mural precipices of that 
most extraordinary mountain.” The buttresses of 
Liughach rise abruptly tier above tier, quite inaccessible, 
except by wild goats, in many places. 
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
